The capture of the town aud de-

There was desultory firing by the 
enemy in the outskirts of Iloilo, but 
not a single American was injured.

among themselves and the bloodshed 
would be greater tlmu unrler \Veyler. 


"Those United States senators that 


come down IUTU .alk with only the 
better class of Cubans and Spaniards 
and believing thuir misrepresentations 
make their reports accordingly, know- 
ing nothing whatever of the true state 
of affairs. 
A prominent Cuban, and 


an intelligent mail, said to me that ho 
was afraid that the United States was 
going to make a great mistake in 
trusting Gomez and others who are as 
treacherous as any one on the island 
and who would lead the troops to 
exterminate the "Yankees" from thu 


island when they get into power. If 
I stay here I shall expect to hear 
bullets whistling in the air ere fall

Within the past two years Mr. Martel, 
who ha« done far more than any other 
man to find out all about the many 
cave* of France, has been engaged in 
subterranean explorations in Algeria 
and England; and the crowd of cave 
huntert, who have followed his ex- 
ample and methods are diving into 
every underground opening they can 
find, snd have brought to light scores 
of caverns in the limestone regions of 
France. They have formed the Societe 
de Speleolgie and publish, the results

save a hole in the level surface of the 
ground, often so small that a man could 
not posbibh- fall through it, and fre- 
quently so well concealed in the under- 
growth that it lias never been discov- 
ered until quite recently. A peculiar- 
ity of many of these openings is thai 
instead of gh in j access to a slope down 
which the explorer may make his way

According to an African Snpentltl*m 


Their Birth Prove* Witch- 


craft. 


Miss Slessor, of the United Presby- 


terian mission at Old Calabar, was a 
passenger on the Elde Dempster liner 
Oron, which left Liverpool recently, 
and had with her four black children 
whose cases reveal a painful part of 
West African history. Miss Slessor ha* 
now worked for 22 years in Old Calabar. 
The children are aged, respectively, 
two, three, five and 16 years, and each 
ia one of the twins appointed at on« 
time to die, in accordance with a su« 
pers.tH.ious custom prevailing in the 
Niger coast protectorate. 


In tlic course of an interview Mls« 


Slessor said that all twins born were, 
according to the native laws, to be put 
'mmediately to dtath, and it is only 
those who have been rescued fcy the 
missionaries and placed beyond the 
reach of the native power who have so 
tar escaped. The children in the Oron 
were four of these. Altogether Miss 
Slessor has herself saved the lives of 
51 twins. 


When the twins are born they are 


at once taken from the mother, and, If 
no one interferes, they are taken by the 
'eel and head and have their backs 
iroken across a native woman'* knee, 
n the same way as one. would break a 
stick. Tie bodies are then pl«c»d in 
nn earthenware receptacle and taken to 
he bush, where they are deTC-ured by 
he flies, insects or aninial*. 
Some- 


imes the little vie time we put In these 
receptacles aliv<, and »r» Uwtt eateu 
alive In the siuno way. Tte mother be- 
iomea an outcast. K she do«» not at 
>nce take her own Uf e, shs hsa to flee 
o the bush. If she venture* near th« 
own or village, she mutt me that she 
does not remain in th» path whea any 
ther native Is coming. Her presence, 
according to the superstition, would 
eflle the place for others. She must 
not drink from the same spring, must 
r.ot touch anything even belonging to 
her own relatives, and there is little 
ause for wonder that she takes away 
ier life, which has become a living 
icath. 


Miss Slessor Is accompanied on the 
irion by Miss Mclntosh. and together 
they are going to establish a home for 
these native twins. The natives'super- 
stition IK that the birth of twins is the 
result of witchcraft and deviltry. 
Formerly the mother, as well as the 
children, was put to death. The inter- 
vention of the white missionaries and 
traders had saved her life. Miss Sles- 
sor said: "It is really impossible to at
